Now York. March 22. — One of t!io significant 
Iiliases of the great revival of racing in the east, 
that began when the gates of H(*lniont I’ark, Sara- 
tt»ga. Aqueduct. Jainaieu and Empire (Mty tracks 
were thrown oix*n in 1913 tt> the tlitiroughbretl ami 
his votaries after two Avasted years, is th.at the 
wealthy recruits, who restor'd the thoronglibrcd 
market by stepping into the sal<*s rings at Lexing- 
ton and New Y'ork and paying price.i for yearlings 
better th.iii which the bneders of C-.ilifornia. K<*n- 
tiicky and 'reiinessee were in the habit of get - 
ting in Cue old fliisli times, and gave the breed - 
ing industr.v a new’ and ixnverful imix'tiis. are as 
keen alK>iit breeiling thcrouglibn*ds as they are 
about racing them. 

And one of th<* most wholesome developments 
of this desin* of tliese new men to bn*ed the run- 
ners that, in tlie future, w’ill Ix*ar their silks is 
that it is bringing aiiont a rehabilitation of tlie 
breeding industry in tlie Atlantic S«*abo;ird states, 
wliieli for fifty years played a iMx>r second fi»hlb* 
in this resix*et to tin* ench.inted blnegrass country 
of Tennessee and KentneUy. 

Price McKinney, who prefers Kentucky, and W. 
R. Cm*, who has a weakiM*ss for the Shoshone Val- 
ley of Wyoming, in which his mining interests 
lie. are the only n<*w men going in for thoroughbred 
production that have elected to establish their 
studs elsewlu'ie than in the east.

Willis Sharix* Kilmer have loeat^d their 
studs in .New’ Y'ork state; George I). Widener, 
Archibald Harklie ami Samm*l D. lliddlo have do- 
mb-iled tlieirs in I’ennsylvauia; H. C. Hall**n1x‘ek 
lias fitted out a fine, new’ place, which he calls 
Meadow'brook, in Monmouth eount.v. New Jersey, 
not far from the ohi Monmouth Park race track; 
AVilliam Woodard, a banker of New Y'ork, lias 
gone back to bis home county of Princess George’s 
in Maryland, to breed his horses; Richard F, (.'ar- 
nian lias set up his establishment in Montgomery 
county, Maryland, just outside Washington; whil«

ward M. Weld and Capt. Philip M. Walker have 
s'*t tliernselves np in Virginia. .Mr. Ityan at Oak- 
riflge, in Nelson eount.v; Mr. Gw’atlimey ami .Mr. 
Weld at Warrenton, in Fauquier, and Capt. Walker 
in tlie valley of tiie Siienandoah. 

Kentucky with the great studs of John E. Mad- 
den. August Belmont, Mr. McKinney, E. R. Bradley, 
Richard 'T. Wilson, former United States Senator 
Johnson N. Camden and a score or so of otln-rs, 
remain on tiie thoroughbred map, lx*ar in mind, 
-Nor is the supremacy of the liluegrass belt likely 
to be undermined in tlie near future by the ac- 
tivities of these m*w <*nthnsiasts. Hut the east is 
destined, in the future, to ofTer more formidable 
<’oni|H*tition in yiairliug prodm*tion than it has 
since tlie Civil war. For the establishni«‘iits of 
tliesi* new’ men do not represent more than half 
of what the Sealxiard states can show in the way 
of thurougiibred stock farms.

He said that he is in better condition than lie has 
been for many years.

Tlie Howie nianagenient has installed a complete 
printing outfit at the eoiiise. Tiiey will print their 
own programs, inntuel sheets and all stationery I 
tliat will be used at the course. 

E. T. Zollieofl'er arrived at the Howie course witli j 
bis stable, wbi<-h includes Fruit Cake, liaulx*rk, 
Indian Chant and Cliristie and a eouide of tw’o- 
,v<*ar-olds. Zidlicorfer is sweet on Fruit Cake 
and says it will take a good horse to beat her in 
any race.
